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UNITED STATES LEADS ELECTRICALLY 
The United States not only leads the entire 
world in production and use of power, but the 
electric generating capacity in this country is 
nearly one-third greater than that of Great 
Britain and Canada, Germany , France, Russia, 
Italy and Japan combined, according to the re­ 
port of the science committee of the National 
Resources committee. 
“Mechanical power, in the short interval of a 
little more than a century ,” the report says, “by 
transferring reliance from animate to inanimate 
energy , has revolutionized the whole environ­ 
ment of human life by enabling man to utilize the 
energy and materials of his environment more 
effectively. Past civilizations rested upon human 
slavery ; our times are dependent upon mechan­ 
ical power and energy resources. . . . 
“In order that humanity at large may gain the 
greatest benefit from the age of mechanical 
power, sustained and clear thinking of many 
minds will be needed. The future power policy 
of this country must be considered upon a fact­ 
finding basis, without prejudice or passion, and 
action must be taken slowly and deliberately so 
as not to hinder progress.” 
During the last few y ears, discussions of power 
policy have been largely dominated by prejudice 
and passion which the committee deplores. There 
has been a determined socialistic campaign, 
largely of political origin, to persuade the public 
that the private utility industry constitutes a 
menace, rather than a blessing, to the people. 
Yet the amazing progress in expanding the use 
of power in this country has been almost entire­ 
ly the work of private industry . Government pow­ 
er producing agencies have, in the past, been ex­ 
tremely minor factors. 
Today about 40 mechanical horsepower is 
avaiable in this country for each family — the 
equivalent of 400 human slaves. The bulk of this 
power is electrical. That is a record of achieve­ 
ment unparalleled any where else in the word — 
and is to a great extent responsible for the fact 
that American wages and the American stand­ 
ard of living are the highest on earth. The only 
reasonable deduction that can be made is that 
our past power policy, under which private in­ 
itiative has developed the nation’s power re­ 
sources, subject to fair public regulation, has 
been a magnificent success. 
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THE WILL TO WAR 
One of the most interesting dispatches which 
has come out of the Orient since the trouble 
started between Japan and China is that written 
by James A. Mills, veteran Associated Press cor­ 
respondent, who say s that war is by no means 
popular with the Japanese people at this time. 
Japan, he says, is preparing for war on a huge 
scale but there is no popular enthusiasm for the 
adventure. The folks back home, who have to 
furnish the cannon fodder and pay the bill, are 
not at all enthusiastic about making war on 
China, Mr. Mills declared, although once the die 
is cast they will, of course, be forced to go ahead, 
regarding the affair as a bad job from which 
there can be no backing out. 
* 


There can be little question but that there is 
a great deal of truth in what Mr. Mills writes. 
Human nature is the same the world over, and 
there is no reason for believing that the Japan­ 
ese mother likes to send her boy to war, any 
more than does the American mother. The same 
must be true to a large degree in Germany and 
Italy . This is one of the greatest factors making 
for peace, despite the arm swinging and the bal­ 
lyhoo of the dictators in Europe and Asia. 
Too often the average person in a democratic 
country like ours gets the idea from reading the 
press dispatches that certain nations in Europe 
are spoiling for war. A great deal of this “in­ 
formation” must be set down as propaganda. 
There are undoubtedly jingoistic leaders in every 
country , but when war breaks out they don’t do 
the fighting. 
Of course, when war is declared, often through 
fear as well as cupidity , there is nothing for the 
common people to do but go along and like it. 
After the guns start roaring it is either kill, or 
get killed. But this does not make the war pop­ 
ular with the masses. 
In order to win a long war, which is a costly 
one, it is necessary for the leaders to have a 
united and enthusiastic population behind them. 
It is often asserted that it is the leaders which 
cause war. Yet it is just as true that no war 
can be successfully carried on unless the popu­ 
lation is behind the government. 
Occasionally 
leadership is forced into war by popular senti­ 
ment, rather than blazing away and dragging 
sentiment along with it. The Spanish-American 
war is an example which should occur to us. 
In conclusion it may be stated that one fact 
militating against general hostilities now is that 
most peoples of the world were fed up on the 
last world war. It is true that a new generation 
has grown up that knows nothing of the heart­ 
aches and sacrifices of the last great conflagra­ 
tion. But until the older folks pass off the stage 
of action entirely , rushing into War is not going 
to be a popular pastime, either in the United 
States or any where else. War may come, but not 
through popular will.

went for public works. Of this 
amount a little more than $113,- 
497,148 was paid for-an exten­ 
sive park program,including 149 
play grounds and ten swimming 
pools. The WPA worked for six­ 
ty -eight city and county^ depart­ 
ments, but it has done many 
other things. In addition to the 
erection of board walks and sta­ 
diums and the work on beaches, 
golf courses and the like, it has, 
as the New York Times sums it 
up, “torn up car tracks, laid 
sewers, improved highway s, de­ 
molished slums, filled and pulled 
teeth, taken X-ray s, treated ve­ 
nereal diseases, laid water mains, 
repaired bridges, modernized ra­ 
dio 
stations, 
installed 
traffic 
signals, altered armories, recon­ 
ditioned markets, reroofed li­ 
braries and dug drainage ditches 
for mosquito control.” 
Colohel Somerville, who filed 
the report, believes that it has 
answered the critics who have 
said that no good can come out 
of the WPA. Perhaps he is right. 
A lot of good can come from 
bathing beaches, golf courses, 
swimming pools, filled teeth, in- 
noculations and so on. But the 
question is whether the necessi­ 
ty for relief in New York has 
justified this sort of a program, 
which after all, even Colonel 
Somerville must know, will have 
to be paid for by the taxpay ers 
of the United States, and that 
means the folks on Main Street 
as well as those in Wall Street 
— in a greater degree, to be ex­ 
act. 
After all, the President him­ 


self has told us that Uncle Sam 
is not big enough to do this job 
of pulling us out of the depres­ 
sion, and he has on more than 
one occasion called on private 
enterprise to do the job. All well 
and good. But a perusal of the 
report of the WPA in New York 
inspires us to wonder whether 
the work as carried on there 
was designed to help private 
business end unemploy ment or 
was rather designed to keep the 
government in the business of 
looking 
after the community 
and the individual. 
In view of the details of the 
report the Times sensibly asks 
whether the pay ment of muni­ 
cipal improvements by the fed­ 
eral government is sound poli­ 
cy, and whether it is the ten­ 
dency of the WPA to become a 
permanent relief agency, there­ 
by preventing workers from be­ 
ing drawn into private industry . 
The questions are to the point. 
The study of the New York WPA 
report, in which Uncle Sam has 
done every thing from building 
goif courses and stadiums to 
filling teeth for children, is one 
which might call for a few per­ 
tinent questions.

D U E CHINA HOMBS 


By SIGRID ARNE 
(AP Feature Serv ice Writer) 
Washingto n — Lo ng-distance 
co mmuting is no thing new to 
Nelso n T. 
J o hnso n, 
American 
ambassado r to China. He’s been 
liv ing o n sleepers between Nan­ 
king and Peiping the last sev en 
y ears. But right no w this train 
trip isn’t ex actly a jo y ride. 
While shuttling between the 
two Chinese cities, the 50-y ear- 
o ld career diplo mat must lo o k 
o ut fo r the safety o f hundreds 
o f stranded, fear-stricken Amer­ 
icans caught in the cro ssfire be­ 
tween China and J apan. 
He must kno w which ro ads 
are still safe to trav el, what rail­ 
ro ads are still running, whether 
a city ’s fo o d supply will ho ld o ut, 
what lo cal banks will ho no r 
checks. And if po ssible he must 
get pro mises fro m Chinese and 
J apanese o fficers to keep rando m 
bo mbs o ut o f the American em­ 
bassy ’s backy ard. 
Ambassado r J o hnso n’s 
co m­ 
muting is necessary because o f a 
unique arrangement in China. 
It’s the o nly fo reign co untry in 
which the United States main­ 
tains two o fficial embassies. Nan­ 
king is no w the capital, but Peip­ 
ing is the o ld center o f nego tia­ 
tio ns. So the ambassado r rushes 
to Peiping when he seeks so me 
agreement amo ng all the fo reign 
natio ns represented there, and 
then hurried back to Nanking 
when he has business to do with 
the Chinese go v ernment. 
When the Chinese Natio nalist 
go v ernment first established its 
headquarters in Nanking, J o hn­ 
so n, then minister to China—he 
was named the first U. S. ambas­ 
sado r to China two y ears ago — 
to o k the inco nv enient arrange­ 
ment with a smile. 
“ My desire,” he said, “ is to 
keep in clo sest to uch with go v ­ 
ernment o fficials. I do n’t mind 
railro ad trav el. In fact, I rather 
like it, especially with as co m­ 
fo rtable sleepers as these. It’s 
o nly two nights and o ne day , and 
I wo rk en ro ute. So lo ng as the 
capital is Nanking and the lega­ 
tio ns remain in Peiping, I am 
go ing to be a co mmuter.” 
J o hnso n has spent half his life 
in the Far East. He was initiated 
into its frequent crises when at 
24 he cro ssed into Wu-Chang to 
o bserv e a rev o lutio n. His wo rk 
was praised by the state depart­ 
ment, and the fo llo wing y ear he 


was appo inted co nsul at Chung- 
King. 
He speaks Chinese fluently and 
makes a ho bby o f Chinese paint­ 
ing. 
Six y ears ago he was married 
to Miss J ane Beck at the Amer­ 
ican co nsulate in Tientsin. They 
hav e a fo ur-y ear-o ld so n and a 
two -y ear-o ld daughter.

today on the judiciary bill con­ 
gress substituted for his propos­ 
als.

This bill, mak ing some rev i­ 
sions in lower court procedure, 
was agreed upon after defeat of 
the president’s recommendation 
for an extensiv e reorganization 
of the judiciary. 
Whereas he ask ed the power to 
appoint six new Supreme Court 
justices if those ov er 70 did not 
retire, the bill congress passed 
did not mention the high tribun-, 
al. 
The lOlday deadline after en­ 
actment for the president to sign 
or v eto the bill expired last mid­ 
night. 
The fact he waited until near 
the deadline to act and then de­ 
layed ov ernight announcement 
of what he had done contributed 
to building up the k een interest. 
The president first told news­ 
men he would announce his ac­ 
tion last night, then delayed it. 
One of his callers later was At­ 
torney General Cummings, pre­ 
sumably to confer on the state­ 
ment* the president had pre­ 
pared. Cummings was credited by 
some with a large part in draft­ 
ing the president’s judiciary bill. 
He made one of the most v igor­ 
ous arguments for it at the sen­ 
ate judiciary committee’s hear­ 
ings. 
The president refrained from 
public comment after defeat of 
his proposal. High administra­ 
tion officials made k nown, how­ 
ev er, that he felt considerable 
had been gained by the fight put 
up for the bill. 
As gains they pointed to later 
more “liberal” decisions by the 
court. The president also was 
represented to feel the country 
had been made 
“constitution 
conscious.” 
The lower court bill: 
Permits direct appeal from 
lower courts to the Supreme 
Court in cases inv olv ing consti- 
tionality of acts of congress. 
Permits the attorney general 
to interv ene in cases challenging 


the constitutionality of federal 
laws. 
Forbids issuance of injunc­ 
tions against enforcement of 
federal laws except by three- 
judge courts. 
Allows shifting of judges with­ 
in circuits to reliev e congested 
dock ets.

Is a 
youngster who was graduated in 
1935 and nev er found a job un­ 
employed? How unemployed is 
a man who gets $200 a year from 
a canning factory but can’t 
mak e it stretch the whole 12 
months, and can’t find another 
job?

Census Proposed 
Just a few week s ago the newly 
named Associate Justice Hugo 
L. Black pushed through the sen­ 
ate a bill to tak e a census of the 
unemployed. He wants it “on or 
before” April 1, 1938. It is esti­ 
mated the census would cost 
$5,000,000. 
Immediately Gen. Hugh S. 
Johnson, who engineered 
the 
war draft, denounced the plan 
as clumsy and needlessly expen­ 
siv e. He wants all relief cases to 
register on a giv en day. 
Then Johnson’s argument was 
popped by traine£ relief work ers. 
They say some people would reg­ 
ister at four or fiv e different 
places just to be sure they got 
relief. 
There hav e been other con­ 
gressional eruptions of the prob­ 
lem. In the house, Rep. Maury 
Mav erick of Texas rounded up 
28 others t6 sponsor a bill ask ing 
for an unemployment commis­ 
sion to inv estigate the whole sub­ 
ject of destitution and to report 
back when congress meets again. 
In the senate an unemploy­ 
ment inv estigating committee is 
planning hearings in the fall. 
They will report when congress 
conv enes again. 
As a result the congressional 
bill-of-fare for 1938 bids fair to 
dish up relief. And with the 1938 
elections around the corner that 
may look to congressmen lik e a 
sensible diet.
